A NNOUNCEMKNT  that  Uie  City  o(  Vic* 
/ \ Iona  inU-nds  to  convey  Coldstream 
Park  to  the  Provincial  Government  for 
one  dollar.  In  the  general  process  of  divest- 
ing Itself  of  extra  mural  obligations,  brings 
up  the  question  of  what  Ihc  Province  pro- 
po.srs  to  do  with  the  land.  In  the  hand.s  of 
the  British  Columbia  Forest  Service.  Gold- 
stream  Park  could  be  made  one  of  the  most 
attractive  forest  recreation  grounds  on 
Vancouver  Island.  What’ the  depdrlmenl 
has  already  done  with  Elk  Falls,  Little 
Quallcum  and  other  woodlands  on  the  Is- 
land is  well  known.  Tlie  same  progressive 
treatment  at  Oold-stream.  with  due  regard 
for  its  exceptional  land  and  water  possibili- 
ties. would  give  the  Greater  Victoria  com- 
munity a fine  playground  within  easy  reach 
of  all. 

Although  the  undertaking  has  not  been 
set  out  in  detail,  there  is  no  doubt  that  if 
the  British  Columbia  Forest  Service  lakes 
over  Goldstream  Park  something  of  this 


nature  may  be  in  contemplation.  Since 
the  City  failed  to  develop  the  possibilities 
of  the  park,  and  does  not  appear  willing  to 
devote  money  to  that  purpose  now,  it  is 
perhaps  as  well  that  the  ground  should  be 
ceded  toJUe  Province  There-  should  be  a 
clear  understanding  that  the  Government 
w'ill  develop  the  site  into  a fofc^  recrea- 
tional playground  along  the  lines  followed 
at  other  Island  parks  under  its  control. 
Only  on  this  basis  would  the  City  have  any 
reasonable  return  foT  the  conveyance. 

The  land  In  question  was  once  pcr*-of  the 
City's  watershed,  most  of  which  was  bought 
and  paid  for  in  hard  ra.sh  by  the  ratepayers 
of  this  community.  The  Crown  deeded  two 
small  parcels  to  the  City  some  year.s  ago, 
of  which  the  Goldstream  Park  area  may  be

Sea  Ch  icken 
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Tuno  Fishing 
By  Amateurs 

By  FRANK  KEI.LEY 

IT  may  be  a long  time  before  the 
Victoria  Publicity  Bureau  will  be 
abb  to  capitalise  on  all-day  tuna 
fishing  expedlUons  as  a major  at- 
trarttun  fur  tuurlsts  hunting  new 
thrllb  ta  return  for  travel  dollars 
At  that,  you  never  can  IHI  By  some 
quirk  of  Mature  the  water  of  the 
North  Pacific  could  become  as  warm 
permanently,  as  U does  ooca-donally. 
and  assure  esten.dve  feeding  grounds 
for  countless  millions  of  tuna,  the 
coamopoUtan  fish,  found  in  all  parts 
of  the  world  where  eea  water  U 
warm. 

Enterprising  concema  of  Southrm 
Caltfomta.  after  o>mmcrclal  fisher- 
mco  began  to  t«U  seemingly  Inered- 
ibb  talee  it  the  habits  peculbr  to 
the  mam  movemenu  of  cartaln  va- 
rtetlaa  of  mackerel  off  the  coast  of 
that  state  some  decadea  ago.  were 
not  slow  to  appreciate  what  a UtUe 
publicity  might  do  in  selling  a day 
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coveted  "chicken."  Almost  three- 
fourths  of  the  take  b accounted  for 
by  the  "tuna  cUppen.’*  manned  by 
crews  proficient  with  short  bamboo 
poles.  Those  fishermen  must  be 
alert  at  their  stations  In  the  waists 
of  the  clippers  when  the  fish  are 
taking  their  lures  and  boat  them 
Immediately.  Otherwbe  the  fish 
Will  head  for  deep  water  and  give 
the  poie-wiekier  a bit  of  exua  exer- 
tton. 

Commercial  tuna  fiihlog  employs 
two  other  methods  in  harreailng 
catches  Purse-seiners  use  nets  half- 
a-nule  long  and  some  300  feet  deep, 
which  U spread  so  as  to  encircle  the 
"sclvooUng"  fish,  whlb  three-man 
troUera,  with  four  to  six  lutes  trsll- 
Ing  astern,  batted  with  ‘jigs'  and 
spinners,  are  well  represented.  Both 
seiners  and  troUers  operate  close  to 
home  ports  generally,  wlule  the  cUp- 
pers  range  anywhere  between  Ssut 
Diego  and  the  Oslspagos  Islands, 
have  a 12.000-mlle  range  and  have 
refrigeration  spare  ftv  as  much  as 
500  tons  of  tuna  'meat." 


A Prehistoric  Zoo 


Almost  everybody  haa  beard 
stories  about  bears  and  wolves 
and  mooae  In  Canada,  bm  most 
people  don't  know  that  long,  long 
before  the  white  man  came  there 
were  huge  anlmab.  some  of  them 
with  necks  m long  they  could  stretch 
almost  to  the  tope  of  the  treea.  liv- 
ing on  the  Carutdlan  Prairies. 

That  was  millions  and  millions  of 
years  ago.  and  the  anlmab  had 
strange  names,  like  Stegosaurus,  the 
pbted  lixard.  and  Corythusarlus.  the 
duck  bill.  They  were  very  strange 
and  fearful  looking  anlin^.  much 
more  frightening  than  bears  or 
wolves. 


No  anlmaU  like  theae  live  today 
anywhere  in  the  world,  but  in  Cal- 
gary. Alberta,  there  b a little  park 
on  an  Island  where  you  can  see  anl- 
mab Just  Uke  them,  made  out  of 
plastioa,  living  In  a prehistoric  aoo 
The  home  of  these  plastic  antmaU 
is  called  Dinosaur  Park,  and  It  U the 
only  park  of  Its  kind  In  the  world 
There  you  can  walk  right  up  to  a 
giant  dlDQsaur  or  look  through  the 
tree  branches  and  see  a pecuhar 
bird,  ilmost  as  big  as  a horse. 

No  one  alive  today  ever  saw  a real 
live  dinosaur  or  any  of  bb  monvter 
relatives,  but  we  know  what  they 
looked  Uke  and  are  able  to  make 
models  Just  Uke  them.  Just  north 


of  Calgary,  near  the  city  of  Drum- 
heller,  are  what  people  call  the  Al- 
berta Bad  Lands.  In  thb  area  the 
mmisters  lived  and  died.  For  oxU- 
lions  of  years  their  bones  remained 
there,  and  each  year  they  were  cov- 
ered with  more  and  more  earth  and 
rock 

Then  one  day  v>me  geologuis 
people  who  study  rocks  came  to  the 
Bad  Lands  and  uncovered  'some  of 
the  bones.  Other  sricnuaU  came 
from  all  over  the  world,  and  more 
and  more  bones  were  dug  up  Put 
together,  these  bones  made  r^keleioru 
of  the  long  (orgoiien  ammaU.  and 
from  these  skeleton.^  other  .Mriemists 
made  the  models  ahlch  are  in  the 
Dmosaur  Park  Zon  tolay 

Tive  next  time  somebody  says 
Canada  b a young  country-  think 
of  the  plated  Uaard  and  the  duck 
bill  In  thb  Calgary  park,  some  of 
the  oldest  animala  in  all  the  world 
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on  Utf  water  with  a sport- fiahlng 
program  as  an  outing  Since  then, 
there  ha.t  been  no  reason  for  regret. 
ftnanebUy.  and  the  excursions  con- 
ttaiM  to  prove  popular  year  after 
year

I saw  him  a couple  of  i:mes  during 
the  Summer,  then  in  the  Fall  I took 
a Job  with  The  Journal.  Burt  Turner 
had  gone  to  New  York.  I heard 
later  that  he  was  in  the  game— mak- 
ing g>)od  on  The  Record 
Leighton  at  the  tune  was  doing 
feature  stall  for  The  Ledger  and  1 
remembered  being  glad,  because  1 
knew  u was  what  lie  wanted  to  do. 
and  he  wasn't  letting  hb  record  in 
the  rvf.'rmatocT  hold  him  back. 

It  was  tn  the  BprUta  of  1936  that 
I law  bln  I was  stationed  at  Tayeh. 
an  outpost  near  the  Chinese  front 
tinea.  We  hadn't  seen  a white  man 
tor  over  a week,  then  one  day  At 
Leighton  came  riding  in  on  a burro 
as  casual  as  you  please.

We  worked  together  m a couple 


raat.  but  there  were  plenty  of  things 
to  write  about.  We  went  up  Into  the 
Shas  country.  I've  never  seen  so 
many  wretched  people  anywhere 
sxich  misery  and  poverty.  It  made 
your  blood  run  cold,  got  you  to  won- 
dering shy  such  men  and  women 
made  the  efiort  fb  stay  alive.  The 
gaunt,  hungry,  predatory  looks  of 
those  hiUmen  stayed  with  me  for 
nights  afterward.  They  sobered  Al 
Leighton.  Usually  lie  was  grinning. 
After  that  trip  to  Shas  he  dldn  t 
grin  for  a week 

‘Remember  Burt  Turner?"  Al  said 
unexpectedly  one  day.  "He's  com- 
ing In.  I Just  heard  ~ 

He  wa^oi>klng  at  me  steadily,  not 
rrinnlng.  hu  eyes  lacking  warmth 
Curiously,  for  the  first  vimc.  I re- 
membered the  incident  back  tn  Ray- 
bum  I could  see  Burt  Turner  s 
young  face,  bitter  and  resentful  be- 
cause Lelght<»i  had  been  chosen 
captain  of  the  football  team  Later 
triumph  crowded  out  all  the  bltter- 
neaa.  all  the  hatred.  Some  money 
had  been  stolen  from  the  school 
commissary  and  Burt  had  seen  At 
latghtoo  coming  away  from  tbe 
place,  hurrying,  he  claimed  when 
telUng  the  principal,  with  6 furtive- 
nesa  about  hts  attitude. 

I remembered  reading  years  later 
that  Leighton  had  cleared  himself 
on  that  money  charge,  and  1 
thought  at  the  tima  uiat  Burt 
Turner  knew  be  wasn't  guilty 

Lelghioo  suddenly  grinned  'If 
you're  thinking  about  that  time 
when  we  were  kids,  forget  it.  A 
man's  different  when  he  grows  up  ' 

'I^imer  arrived  two  days  later,  a 
big.  confident  looking  chap,  prosper- 
ous. but  easily  recogntxable.  He 
greeted  us  both  heartily,  and  Al 
Leighton  shook  hands  with  him  and 
grinned  his  famous  grin.  It  was  a 
relief  to  see  them  friends  once  mere 
and  the  three  of  us  had  s gay  time 


recapturing  the  merriment  of  our 
childhood.  No  mention  waa  made 
of  the  money-stealing  incident 
There  was  one  thing  diflrrem 
about  Turner  He  had  a lot  of  gold 
in  his  teeth  Some  of  it  you  could 
see  when  he  laughed.

‘It's  cold  up  there."  Al  Lelght»n 
said.  ‘If  you  go  youd  better  take 
my  fur  coat.  And  s gun  The  hill- 
men  don't  love  prwperous-lookuig 
whites  " 

Turner  couldn't  very  well  refuse 
the  loan  of  the  coat,  but  he  laughed 
at  the  Idea  of  a gun 
He  started  out  early  the  nex< 
morning,  wearuig  Al's  fur  coat, 
carrying  a camera  looking  ludicrvms 
iMtnde  one  of  those  tiny,  incredibly 
strong  burroa.  We  didn't  see  him 
agam  for  a week  We  scarcely  rec- 
ognised him  His  fare  vmx  mashed 
in  a pulp  Why?  After  the  hillmen 
killed  him  they  had  a hard  job  get- 
ting the  gold  out  of  his  teeth.  Cut 
him  up  considerably  Of  course  the 
fur  coat  wa-s  mijodng 
'Oh.  I don't  mind  the  loss  of  the 
coal."  Leighton  said  "He  blew 
smoke  at  the  celling.  "That  fur  coat 
and  the  gold  tn  hia  teeth  Those 
hungry.  lU-clad  Shas  men  couldn't 
resist  the  cmnblnatian.

Approximately 
525  milea  of  the  river, are  in  the  United  States  In 
the  firat  100  milea  of  its  couraa  it  forma  the  line  of 
eonnectitm  between  a multitude  of  amall  lake*. 

The  Red  wioda  iia  courac  through  the  heart  of 
Winnipeg  and  at  one  point  ia  not  far  from  the  City 
Hall.  The  numerous  curves,  some  almost  a reverse, 
create  the  main  overflows  to  the  low-lying  laoda 
along  iu  banka.  Even  after  the  flood  hat  w^ai^ 
It  will  be  a long  time  before  the  city  and  the  Red 
River  Valley  wiU  be  able  to  resume  normal 
conditions.
